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Jascha  Heifetz 


We  who  love  coins,  love  life.  This  can  be  said  about  those  who  appreciate  any  of  the  arts.  We  look  deeply  into  the  surface 
to  discover  the  mind  and  thrust  of  Man  and,  if  you  will,  the  breath  of  God.  Our  age  is  committed  to  the  importance  of  historical 
perspective  and  is  beginning  to  understand,  in  the  microcosm  as  well  as  in  the  macrocosm,  that  one  discipline  is  related  to  all 
others.  It  is  therefore  within  keeping  that  people  with  this  universal  insight,  such  as  Petrarch,  Peter  Paul  Rubens,  Thomas  Jefferson, 
Enrico  Caruso  and  Jascha  Heifetz,  collected  coins.  Jascha  Heifetz  must  have  felt  the  integration  of  the  arts  in  numismatics,  and 
seen  himself  and  his  personal  history  reflected  in  these  bits  of  metal  encompassing  silver  rubles  from  Czarist  Russia  as  well 
as  California  fractional  gold. 

Jascha  Heifetz  was  born  in  Vilna,  then  part  of  Russian  Poland,  on  2  February,  1901.  Under  his  father's  watchful  eye  he  began 
to  play  the  violin  at  age  three  and  proceeded  to  amaze  and  entertain  the  world  with  his  music  throughout  his  life.  While  still 
a  child,  Jascha  dazzled  all  the  critics  with  fiery  playing,  angelic  tone  and  a  mature  musical  integrity,-  at  age  six  he  performed 
the  Mendelssohn  Violin  Concerto  in  Kovno.  His  official  debut  at  Carnegie  Hall  was  on  27  October,  1917,  and  after  this  recital, 
he  fast  became  the  “King  of  Violinists."  Heifetz  truly  revolutionized  violin  playing,  bringing  to  it  a  standard  by  which  all  others 
are  judged,  even  today.  His  complete  dedication  to  the  ideal  of  perfection  established  him  as  the  supreme  violinist  of  his  age. 
He  moved  very  little  when  playing,  and  always  looked  calm  and  assured;  he  rarely  smiled  in  public. 


Heifetz  must  have  grinned  broadly,  though,  at  the  sight  of  his  enormous  concert  fees.  For  just  two  appearances  in  December 
of  1919,  $2250  was  paid  to  Heifetz  by  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Society!  (Visualize  stacks  of  newly  minted  double  eagles — 1 12 
ot  them.)  Numerous  world  tours  ensued  and  from  these  plus  disbursements  from  his  highly  popular  recordings  on  RCA  Victor 
and  money  earned  from  his  transcriptions,  Jascha  Heifetz  early  became  accustomed  to  the  very  best  in  life.  From  his  first  automobile, 
a  Marmon,  to  the  later  homes  on  Gilcrest  Drive  in  Beverly  Hills  and  his  Malibu  home,  everything  was  a  reflection  of  his  highly 
ordered  taste  and  personal  elegance.  His  hobbies  included  tinkering  with  machines  (he  attempted  to  adapt  his  Renault  to  become 
smogless),  sailing,  ping-pong  and  tennis.  His  coin  collection,  housed  in  attractive  cabinets,  was  added  to  periodically;  in  one 
interview  he  admitted,  as  many  coin  collectors  have,  to  having  been  "bitten  by  the  gold-bug." 

When  it  became  time  to  diligently  prepare  for  a  concert,  he  would  retire  to  his  sanctum,  a  studio  which  he  designed  himself, 
off  the  main  house,  to  practice  exercises  and  to  prepare  programs.  Anyone  who  attended  a  concert  given  by  Heifetz,  from  London’s 
Albert  Hall  to  San  Francisco's  Opera  House,  remembers  it.  In  some  overflowing  souvenir  drawer,  an  old  program  reminds  the 
music  lover  of  the  unforgettable  concert  which  Heifetz  played.  With  his  longing  eyes  ever  glanced  downward,  and  deep 
introspection,  everything  but  his  music  ceased  to  be.  He  was  reminding  us,  with  his  reserved,  nonplussed  manner,  that  nothing 
else  mattered  to  him  too.  Heifetz  disappeared;  he  allowed  the  listener  to  be  swept  away  by  the  composer's  inspiration,  not  by 
the  violinist's  performance.  Heifetz  said  in  an  interview,  "The  way  my  violin  sounds  is  the  way  I  feel  inside.  It  is  a  very  personal 
feeling."  His  beloved  instrument,  a  Guarnerius  del  Gesu  of  1742  entranced  literally  millions  of  people  through  his  numerous 
recitals  and  recordings. 

The  instrument  pictured  on  the  cover  of  this  auction  sale  catalogue  is  one  of  the  fine  instruments  Heifetz  used  in  his  teachings. 
Jascha  Heifetz  began  teaching  violin  classes  at  University  of  Southern  California  in  1962  with  his  usual  demanding  nature  and 
very  high  standards,  which  he  expected  of  all  his  students  and  most  of  all,  of  himself.  Concern  for  technical  perfection  was 
uppermost  -  complete  musical  integrity.  When  asked  by  a  student  at  The  Claremont  Colleges  the  most  important  attributes 
for  an  artist,  he  replied,  "Self-respect,  musically  speaking;  integrity;  enthusiasm."  More  than  150  young  musicians  performed 
in  the  master  classes  held  at  USC  by  Heifetz  over  a  period  of  10  years. 

Jascha  Heifetz  is  a  legend.  As  such,  numerous  anecdotes 
as  well  as  myths  abound.  The  letter  from  George  Bernard 
Shaw  does  exist  (it  is  now  impounded  in  The  Library  of 
Congress)  that  admonishes,  "Young  man,  such  perfection 
angers  the  gods.  I  advise  you  to  appease  them  by  playing 
one  or  two  wrong  notes  every  night  before  you  go  to  bed." 

The  attack  by  a  terrorist  in  1953  Israel  is  true;  Heifetz 
programmed  a  piece  by  Richard  Strauss,  an  early  supporter 
of  the  Nazi  regime,  and  provoked  a  confrontation  which 
would  blacken  the  musical  as  well  as  political  press.  What 
is  myth  is  his  total  selfishness;  from  his  1922  presentation 
to  the  YMCA  of  a  new  tennis  net  to  benefit  appearances 
with  Jack  Benny,  Heifetz,  while  strictly  a  private  soul,  was 
a  giving  soul.  He  freely  gave  of  his  greatest  gift  -  his  music. 

In  his  later  years,  after  he  gave  up  concertizing  (his  final 
concert  was  23  October,  1972),  he  became  more  withdrawn, 
even  more  private.  Jascha  Heifetz  died  in  Los  Angeles  on 
10  December,  1987. 

It  is  only  fitting  that  the  estate  of  Jascha  Heifetz  contact 
Superior  Galleries,  as  have  such  luminaries  as  Hoagy 
Carmichael,  Jerry  Buss  and  Buddy  Ebsen,  to  offer  to  the 
numismatic  fraternity  this  world  class  collection  of  coins. 

And  for  those  fortunate  few  who  will  acquire  coins  from 
the  Heifetz  estate  -  coins  which  were  caressed,  studied, 
reflected  upon  by  those  same  hands,  mind  and  heart  which 
brought  Bach,  Paganini  and  Komgold  to  life  -  we  say,  Bravo!

Before  mailing,  check  your  bid  sheet  for  accuracy.

The  Punic  inscription  on  this  coin  connects  this  elect  rum 
issue  with  the  Siculo-Punic  dekadrachms  having  Pegasos  as 
their  reverse  type.

Often  catalogued  as  an  issue  prompted  by  the  Ionian  Revolt 
of  498-494  B.C.,  this  example  now  offered  seems  to  be  the 
most  attractive  of  the  six;  of  these,  then,  only  two  are  not 
permanently  impounded  in  public  collections! 

The  Vourla  (now  Urla,  the  site  of  ancient  K/azomenai  in 
Ionia)  hoard  found  in  1910  and  catalogued  in  191 1 ,  which 
provided  this  specimen,  was  a  pot  hoard  of  26  electrum  coins 
plus  12  silver  coins.  The  silver  coins  were  all  minted  at 
Klazomenai;  21  sixth  electrum  staters  of  Samos  were 
unearthed  and,  in  addition,  one  important  electrum  stater  each 
of  Dardanos  (this  coin),  Lesbos,  Kyme,  Priene  and  Chios. 
Jameson  obtained  and  kept  all  of  the  electrum  staters  for  his 
magnificent  colleciton  and  published  the  entire  hoard  in  the 
Revue  Numismatique  of  1911,  pp.  60-68.

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BAR  KOKHBA  WAR,  A.D.  132  135 

Of  all  the  diverse  coinages  of  the  ancient  Holy  Land,  that  minted  during 
the  Bar  Kokhba  War  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  fascinating.  These  silver 
and  bronze  treasures,  year-datable,  are  especially  noteworthy  for  each 
coin  was  over-struck  upon  an  earlier  struck  coin  then  in  circulation.  Their 
epigraphy,  types  chosen  and  method  of  production  place  them  in  an 
unique  position  amongst  not  only  other  Jewish  coins,  but  within  the  entire 
body  of  historical  coinage  itself. 

The  array  that  follows  is  particularly  impressive  in  rarities  as  well  as 
sheer  number,  making  this  probably  the  largest  Bar  Kokhba  silver  denarii 
listing  to  be  publicly-offered  at  one  time.  Many  of  the  coins  trace  their 
modern  history  from  the  El  Fawar  hoard  found  in  December  of  1978  close 
to  Hebron.  This  hoard,  supplying  collectors  with  the  greatest  number  of 
Bar  Kokhba  coins  to  be  found  at  one  site,  gave  us  about  600 
tetradrachms  and  about  2000  denarii.  Today,  there  is  a  growing 
realization  that  the  few  thousand  denarii  and  tetradrachms  uncovered  in 
total  are  scarecly  enough  to  satisfy  worldwide  demand  as  collectors  not 
only  search  for  different  types,  but  a  growing  number  are  collecting  by 
particular  dies  employed.  Each  of  the  602  die  couples  (265  amongst 
denarii)  is  put  in  proper  order  and  discussed  in  depth  in  Leo  Mildenberg's 
treatise  "Typos  VI:  The  Coinage  of  the  Bar  Kokhba  War,"  published  in 
1984  by  Verlag  Sauerlaender.  Dr.  Mildenberg  has  not  only  tabulated 
specimens  of  each  die  utilized,  but  supplied  students  who  own  or  have 
access  to  his  opus  with  an  over  one  hundred  page  perspective  of  the 
coinage.  It  is  this  over  view  resultant  from  Dr.  Mildenberg's  disciplined 
scholarship  of  the  dies  which  makes  this  book  of  inestimable  value  to 
every  serious  numismatist,  no  matter  in  which  area  is  their  specialty. 
From  his  over  forty  year  study  of  Bar  Kokhba  coinage  many  fundamental 
questions  are  answered  concerning  general  numismatics  such  as  striking 
procedure,  coinage  policy  and  die-sequence. 

In  studying  this  coinage  new  questions  and  answers  are  raised  by  new 
finds,  such  as  the  recently  discovered  Bar  Kokhba  didrachms  (see  the 
article  in  INJ  no.  8  by  Dr.  Mildenberg).  It  is  these  new  discoveries  in  all 
phases  of  numismatics  which  keep  challenging  the  student,  rather  like 
discovering  new  comets  in  the  heavens.  In  the  following  descriptions, 
each  coin  has  been  identified  by  a  Mildenberg  die  number  from  which  a 
relative  rarity  (as  of  the  1984  publication)  can  be  gathered  from  the 
number  of  existing  examples  listed  in  public  and  private  hands.

Publius  Helvius  Pertinax  had  a  distinguished  career  as  a 
soldier  and  as  an  administrator  under  Marcus  Aurelius.  He  was 
appointed  to  the  senate  and  also  held  a  praetorship.  Under 
Commodus  he  was  elevated  to  Prefect  of  Rome  in  which  he 
discharged  his  duties  with  the  strictest  integrity  and  in  A.D. 
192  he  held  consulship  with  the  Emperor  Commodus. 

On  New  Year’s  Eve,  A.D.  192,  the  Emperor  Commodus  was 
assassinated .  The  conspirators,  looking  for  an  honest  and  able 
successor,  decided  upon  Pertinax.  He  reluctantly  accepted 
the  Purple.  Pertinax  immediately  began  to  dean  up  corruption, 
restore  ancient  discipline  and  institute  reforms.  This  proved  to 
be  very  unpopular  with  the  privileged  Praetorians  and  was  his 
undoing.  After  a  reign  of  only  87  days,  66  year  old  Pertinax 
fell  victim  himself  to  assassination.  Thus  after  the 
assassination  of  this  "grand  old  man"  the  Roman  Empire 
embarked  on  a  new  turbulent  age  where  military  muscle 
became  more  important  than  law  and  order.  The  age  of  the 
soldier  Emperors  had  begun.

This  extraordinary  coin  introduced  by  Trebonianus  Gallus  is 
termed  a  "Binio,  "  the  radiate  heavy  aureus  (or  double  aureus), 
initially  weighing  about  6  grams.  It  probably  was  to  have  the 
same  relationship  to  the  regular  aureus  as  the  Antoninianus 
(introduced  earlier  in  the  century)  had  to  the  denarius. 

Pink  assigns  the  radiate  double  aureus  of  Trebonianus 
Gallus  to  a  special  issue  in  the  fall  of  A.D.  251  corresponding 
to  the  arrival  of  Gallus  into  the  city  of  Rome  (see  "Aufbau  IV, " 
N  Z  69  [1936/  pg.  24),  while  Mattingly  assigns  this  issue  to 
a  longer  period  continuing  through  A.D.  252  (see  "The  Reigns 
of  Trebonianus  Gallus  and  Volusian  and  of  Aemilian, "  NC 
[1946],  pg.  41). 

In  any  event,  this  short-lived  issue  represents  an  important 
innovation  in  the  turbulent  mid-third  century  Roman 
numismatic  history.

Our  numismatic  references  have  some  discrepancies 
concerning  some  details  on  the  obverse  bust  type  on  this 
aureus.  RIC  on  page  563  describes  it  as  having  the  right  hand 
extended,  but  in  the  footnote  refers  to  the  Jameson  catalogue 
which  describes  Maximinus  as  holding  a  volumen  (scroll)  with 
both  hands.  The  same  piece  was  catalogued  in  the  Vierordt 
sale  but  stated  as  having  both  hands  holding  a  sceptre.  The 
piece  in  this  sale,  although  from  a  different  mint,  allows  the 
question  to  be  settled  in  favor  of  the  volumen. 

The  greek  letter  E  in  the  exergue  on  the  reverse  represents 
the  numeral  60  which  indicates  the  standard  at  which  the 
aureus  was  struck:  60  to  the  Roman  libra  or  pound.

ROMAN  CONTORNIATES 

CONTORNIATES  are  large  bronzes  minted  at  Rome  from  the  middle  of  the  Fourth 
Century  and  continuing  into  the  Fifth  Century.  The  word  "contorniate"  comes  from 
the  Italian  "contorno,"  meaning  ''edge'  or  "border,"  referring  to  the  groove  which 
runs  around  the  inside  edge  of  the  large  bronze,  just  inside  its  circumference. 

Contorniates  portray  the  whole  panorama  of  pagan  life  in  the  grand  style,  with 
its  gods,  heroes,  philosophers,  musicians,  authors,  mythology  and  history,  as  well 
as  grand  spectacles  such  as  chariot  races,  gladiatorial  shows,  mock  battles,  and 
combats  with  wild  beasts.  Nero  and  Trajan,  the  Roman  emperors  most  commonly 
portrayed  on  contorniates,  were  noted  as  patrons  of  these  games  and  shows. 
Contemporary  emperors  were  also  portrayed,  but  after  the  division  of  the  empire 
in  A.D.  395  only  the  western  emperors  were  portrayed.  Alexander  the  Great,  as 
the  renowned  hero  and  wonder  of  the  ancient  world,  was  an  often  used  obverse 
type  on  contorniates. 

Many,  but  not  all,  contorniates  had  subsidiary  symbols  such  as  palms,  crowns, 
animals,  monograms,  etc.  stamped  or  incised  beside  the  portrait  on  the  obverse. 

There  are  a  number  of  theories  as  to  the  actual  use  and  purpose  of  the 
contorniates,  but  they  are  still  a  mystery.  Alfoldi  believes  that  contorniates  were 
pagan  propaganda  pieces  distributed  at  the  New  Year  games  by  the  pagan 
aristocracy  at  Rome  in  their  struggle  to  preserve  their  religious  customs  in  a 
Christian  Roman  world  turning  ever  more  hostile  to  the  old  pagan  ways.  On  the 
other  hand,  we  have  very  little  physical  connection  between  contorniates  and  their 
distribution  at  New  Year,  as  their  types  and  references  to  the  New  Year  are 
conspicuously  scanty.  Nor  do  we  have  any  real  evidence  that  contorniates 
represent  deliberate  antichristian  propaganda.  They  may  have  represented  just  a 
wistful  looking  back  to  the  "good  old  days"  with  all  their  heroes  and  pageantry. 

Another  theory  about  the  meaning  and  use  of  contorniates  is  that  they  may 
have  been  used  in  conjunction  with  the  popular  entertainment  in  the  Circus  and 
in  the  theaters  at  Rome,  as  a  high  proportion  of  their  types  show  entertainment 
of  this  sort,  often  with  the  names  of  the  performers  and  the  wish  that  they  be 
successful  on  the  contorniate  itself.  Many  of  the  subsidiary  symbols  stamped  or 
incised  beside  the  portrait  on  the  obverse,  like  the  P  E  monogram  and  the  palm 
branch,  were  originally  symbols  of  victory  in  the  ancient  games. 

Whatever  was  the  original  intent  of  the  contorniates,  they  form  a  fascinating 
and  mysterious  area  of  late  Roman  numismatics  which  is  fertile  ground  for  further 
numismatic  research  and  study.
